Me < r l,:s way to fame 
In the tiorthern aniiv wh' ii the Uriiiih 
came first to fzlve ua battle, and a 
bloody way ;i wa.«. I have now a fad> d 
letter from KOmu Allen, grim old "■"•'.r- 
rior, in which he calls my father •'th'' 
bent Ewordsmaii that ever straddled a 
horse." He was a "gallous rhap" in 
his youth, so said my mandmother. 
with a Kri at hue of Kood rlotlu-s and 
gunpowder. He w.-nt to Monir>'al, as 
a boy. to be edui atcd ; took 1« ssons In 
fencing, foiight a duel, ran away from 
school, anil < anie homo with little 
learalnK and a wife, f'unlshed by dla- 
Inherltpnre, he took a farm, asd lift 
the plow to go Into batllo. 

I wonder often that my motlif-r lonid 
imt lip with the stress and hardship 
of his life for she had had gi'ntle 
breedlnK. of wliich I knew little until 
I was grown to manhood, when I came 
to Know .also what a woman will do 
for thf lo\.- of her lie.Tif. I rriiienil)ef 
Well ttiosi- talcs of Unlghts ami ladies 
she u«ed to t. ll ni.- as wc sat together 
of an evening, and also those adven- 
tures of ber own knight, my good 
father. In the war with the Brltlab. 
My love of anna aad «C a Juat qnarrti 
began then. 

After the war came hard times. My 
father had not proapered handsomely, 
when, near the end of the summer of 
1803, he sold hia farm, aad we all 
atarted west, over rough traila and 
roadwaya. Tbare ware sevaa of ua.

I fear wa ahonid hava loat 
baart aad laft them to tka wild 
wolfaa. Tha oart bad a low cover of 
eaavaa, and mjr mother and grand- 
BKMhar aat on the feather beds, and 
roda with amall comfort even where 
tha roads were level. My father let 
ma ourry my little pet rooater in a 
baaket that hung from the cart-axle 
when not in my keeping. The rooster 
hKd a harder time than any of us, 1 
fancy, for the days were hot and the 
roads rough. Hi- was always panting, 
with open mouth and tlioughtful eje, 
When I lifted the cover. Out every 
day ha gave ua an example of cbeerfuU 
nees not wholly without effect He 
crowed triumphantly, !>itlm<'S, in the 
hot basket, even win a 1 r was being 
tumbled shout on tln' .swamp ways. 
Nights I always found a p»rf'h for him 
Oa the limb of a tree, al>ove the ceaib 
at predatory craaturea.

tree-tops, he gave it a ■ttj ahe«r. 

flapping his wings with all the aeem- 
Ing of delight. Then, often, while the 
echo rang, I would open my »ye« and 
walrh the light rtow in the dusky 
cavern of the woods. Me would sit 
Jo/.iiig awhile after the first outbreak, 
and presently as the flixKl of light grew 
clearer, lift himself a little, take an- 
other peep at the aky, and crow again, 
turning his head to hear tboea weird, 
mocking roostera of the timber-land. 
Then, ahortly, I would hear my thlhar 
poking the lire or aaylag, aa be patted 
the rooatar: "Saaa >m back, ye noisy 
little brat!

GENERAL OFFICERS KILLED. 

Wamber in Our Civil War Oreater 
Thaa in the Rups-JapaB* 

ese Couflict. 

From the archives of the cotifed- 
ermcy on ihiuisli In tlie war depart- 
ment tho mllltar) Bocr>'tar.\ . .MaJ<ir- 
Oeneral AIiiHworth, h&a lirouxht to 
light Bonn- InteroHtlng data cuncurulng 
the commanders of tht< c<infe<1erate 
forces In the Hold in the fateful days 
of 1861'66. 

I>»ductlng eleven names of offlcers 
whc. dill not qualify for one rvason or 
another, we have Id this list 416 gen- 
erals, and tba rt>oorda given show that 
of these 74 were killed or mortally 
wotindeil In aotloit. or 18 p«r cent. 

This, says the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal, Is a very HtriklOK showing when 
we rtx-all the almost entire immunity 
of the HusHlan and Japanese armies 
fllthting in Manchuria from fatal cas- 
ualties to general offlcors Wo recall 
but one who has been r<>iMirted killed 
In battle in the Par East, and If thera 
are others they muHt t>« verj few; 
whereas, the jxTCfntage of caHiiallles 
among the general offlcers uf the con- 
federacy Is far ic exceHS of the per- 
centage of CAsualtles In the rank and 
file of the Kusstan and Japanese 
armies as given by (}^nieral Bliss, who 
haa tha bast of faollltlea for learninC 
the facta. No fewer than 23 general 
offlcers of the confwleraoy wer\y killed 
in hattle during the 11 nmnths of 
canipaignInK and the eight numths of 
fighting commencing with (irant's Bat- 
tle of the Wilderness and ending with 
Appomattox. Ten tirlKadlor generals 
of the union armj were also killed 
dtiring this campaign, tiealdea 12 col- 
onels commanding brigades, six of 
them at Cold Hartxir alone. At Ftank- 
liii seven confederate generals were 
killed, and during Bherman'a cam- 
paign five, the union army losing 
three. At Gettysburg five confederate 
and five union generals ware killed, 
ten In all, besides three union colonels 
ciimmandtng brigadea. At FYederlcka- 
biirg two itnion and two ocmfederato 
generals w ere killed. In all the aaloB 
army loat in killed or mortally wound- 
ed 60 general offlcers, tS brevet briga- 
dier generals and 34 oolonela com- 
manding briKa'leR. 

Taking the proportions as one killed 
to 4.52 wounded, tills would Indicate 
that 4()7 confederate generals wera 
killed or wounded out of a total at 
41B. Probably, h')we\er the general 
offlcers were the b< I« < ti d victims of 
the sharpshooters, who shot to MIL 
In one regiment of the civil war, sub- 
jected to the ordinary casualtlea at 
battle, the Flrat Minnesota, at Oattya* 
burg, IS per cent, of thoaa aagafla4 
were killed and 82 per oeaL wara ktB> 
ed and wounded. In 4t otkar rag^ 
ments the percentage oC kSdmt IB 4tt- 
ferent battles waa 18 per eaat or 
mure.

Having either botight their rivals 
or overoime them by unfair practices, they want to be be let alone, and 
every ilTor^ for fair re^'ulation, ever\ demand for *<|uare dealing, is 
met by a combination ot wealth and intliience a^a-.nst which only the 
most reaotate integrity can stand without terror and tlismay, 

I ilo not accuse thnu mdividualiy of dishonesty, but the system 
reeks with falsehoo<l, trickery and corruption. It seems like a paradox, 
hut it may be true that in the vastness of their operations the profits of 
dishonor cKan and pure into thi pockets of their saintly leaders, 
but, if so then let them pour their fortune* into the channels of atone- 
ment and leave the go vernment to the common people. 

I wish to iinpr«s upon vou the f.ict that these associations of trans- 
jxirt.ition, finance, cuninierci' and industry have gtxxl and valid rc.".soiis 
for their preswcr in politics, so that you may see that they intend to 
run the government if ihey can, in order that you may understand that 
the reign of the cotniiion people is in danger, I hope that this peril may 
be averted and that the common people shall make and enforce the laws 
of the republic. 

It is not my object to discuss the changes that ought to be made in 
the laws that affect these corporattons, but rather the mon vital ques- 
tion which lies at the threshold of government. I propose the in«iuiry : 
Is there anything that can be tkme that has not been tlone to make it 
more certain tliat the c«ntnon poopK will continue to reij;n, that is to 
determine from time to time what laws should be enacted and the kind 
of men who shall interpret and enforce them?

AU children should acquire by 
use of the pencil and brush power of observation and exactness in copy- 
ing, and shottld learn through their own work what the elements of 
l>eauty are. It is monstroiu that the common school should give much 
time to compound numbers, bank discount, and stenography and little 
time to drawing. If is monstnxis that the schwl which ptepares for 
college should give four or five hours a week for two years to Greek 
and no time at all to drawing. The main object in every school should 
b<', not to provide the children with means of earning a livelihood, bilk 
to show them how to Uve a hfppy and worthy life. 

In diffusing among the American population knowledge and appre- 
ciation of the fine arts we sh.ili also ditTuse the artistic sentiment about 
labor. The artist is always working with mingled gladness and disap- 
pointment toward an ideal he never attains. It is his stntggle toward 
that ideal which makes his Hie a happy one. That is the spirit in which 
all the work of the community should be done. Everybody should be 
trying to realize perfectian in his art or trade or daily work. Toward 
that idealization of tiaily life the k>ve of the beautiful leads us, and the 
road which connecU Uw k>vc of the beautiful with the kwe of the good 
is short and good.
